Lewis Threatens 
New Coal Strike 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—The threat 
of a paralyzing new coal strike in 
the United States naxt month arose 
Monday as John L. Lewis charged 
the government with breaching its 
contract and moved to reopen the 
whole question of wages, hours and 
a host of other matters. 

The eharge of contract violation, 
believed to be the first such accusa- 
tion ever levelled by a union against 
the government as the operator of 
seized properties, arose from inter- 
pretations of the existing pact. Mr. 
Lewis, head of the United Mine 
Workers of America (A.F.L.) said 
the government's interpretations had 
cost his union “millions of dollars.”

Meanwhile, Naval Capt. Norman 
H. Collisson, federal coal mines ad- 
ministrator, disclosed that he had 
written a letter to Mr. Lewis ac- 
cepting the decision of an Illinois 
arbitrator — a decision favorable to 
the union — on the issue of vac- 
ations, one of the points raised by 
Mr. Lewis in his charge of con- 
tract violations, 

Capt. Collisson’s letter further 
suggested the appointment of an 
umpire to decide the second spec- 
{fic point: whether coal should be 
weighed at the “tipple,” as it comes 
out of the mines in tiny cars, or 
after it has been washed and im- 
purities removed and the clean 
marketable coal loaded on railroad 
freight cars.

WASHINGTON, (AP) — Russia 
sharply rebuffed Monday an Ameri- 
can plan for Allied action to insure 
free elections in Bulgaria, declaring 
the plan would constitute “rude in- 
terference” in Bulgarian affairs. 

The state department, obvious- 
ly irate, made public an exchange 
of messages on the development 
and served notice it would keep a 
sharp eye on the coming elections, 


The exchange centred around a 
United States request, originated 
by State Secretary Byrnes in Paris 
Sept. 24, for a special session of the 
tri-power Bulgarian control com- 
mission “to: consider the steps” 
necessary to insure a free election. 
These steps were listed as: 


1. Freedom of press, radio and as- 
sembly for the opposition.

4. Elimination of any possible 
threat of post-election retaliation

Mr. Byrnes, in a letter to Prime

Prior to the premier's reply, Maj.-

From Gen. Biryusoy came the 
reply that the guarantee of free 
election “is the prerogative of the 
Bulgarian government.” 

“Therefore,” he wrote, “the dis- 
cussion of questions raised by the 
commission and even more, the tak- 
ing of any kind of measures by the 
commission would be in violation of 
these prerogatives and a rude in- 
| terference in the internal affairs 
of Bulgaria, On the other hand the 
commission cannot consider these 
questions, as they do not come under 
its jurisdiction, as determined by 
pod armistice agreement with Bul- 
garia,”

Councils Over-Reaching 

By assuming total control over 
new construction, Bevan also has 
assumed full responsibility for fail- 
ure. And there are signs that 
municipal authorities, on whom he 
has placed most of his trust, are 
letting him down. In the commons 
he declared many councils have 
been over-enthusiastic and have 
started construction on too many 
new homes. The result is that 
Britain’s undermanned labor force 
is spread thinly over many building 
enterprises, and thousands of Partly 
built homes cannot be finished be- 
cause of minor shortages, 


About 200,000 permanent homes 
are under contsruction, and output 


;of necessary materials like bricks, 


glass and lumber is sufficient to 
keep these projects supplied. But 
Britain's over-all deficiency of 
homes can be expressed in the mil- 
lions, 

In an endeavor to salvage the 
situation, Mr. Bevan proposes to 
Start a campaign to finish those 
homes now nearing completion be- 
In 
this way he hopes to curb the mis- 
direeted enthusiasm of local housing 
authorities, 


Shortage of Labor 

But other factors are holding up 
the housing program. Among them: 

1, Fifty thousand former con- 
struction employes have gone into 
business for themselves as small 
scale “master builders” since war’s 
end. This has cut deeply into the 
labor force available for large 
scale housing schemes. 


2. Black market in illicit repair 
work is stil] siphoning off vast quan- 
tities of material that should go 
into new permanent homes. 

3. Plumbing equipment is still 
critically short and prevents occupa- 
tion of many homes which are 
otherwise complete. 

4. Government-enforced ceiling 
price of $4,800 on new homes built by 
private enterprise is too low with 


|the present level of building costs, 


and encourages builders to engage in 


|more profitable, though often illegal, 


repair work.

!on Canadian foods, with the excep- 


tion of some luxury goods. 

Main complication from the Can- 
adian angle arises when American 
prices go up on goods which Canada 
normaliy imports from the United 
States. That creates a_ situation 
which means higher prices in Can- 
ada or holding down of prices by 
government subsidies—and present 
policy is to try to reduce subsidies 
rather than create new ones. 

Canadian wage control regula- 
tions are likely to be lifted early in 
the new year but general expecta- 
tions are that it will be at least 
well toward the end of 1947 before 
there is removal of price control,

then.

Canada to Take 


Strong U. N. Role 


By Peter Inglis 

NEW YORK.—Canada, both as a 
potential battleground if ever there 
is another world war and as a lead- 
ing spokesman for the middle pow- 
ers, has a big role to play at ses- 
sions of the United Nations general 
assembly which open Wednesday at 
the former world’s fair site on 
Flushing Meadows. 

And Canada will be massively re- 
presented. 

Prime Minister King will attend 
the meeting's first days. John 
Bracken, leader of the opposition 
and one of the dominion’s five de- 
legates, is expected any time, 

Delegates at Scene 

Already here are the four 
delegates: Justice Minister St 
Laurent; Secretary of State Paul 
Martin; Minister without portfolio 
W. McL. Robertson; C.C.F. leader 
M. J. Coldwell. 

Alternate delegates are Senator J. 
T. Haig, opposition leader in the 
upper house; Hugh L. Keenleyside, 
ambassador to Mexico; N. W. Mac- 
Kenzie, deputy minister of trade 
and commerce; George J. MclIlraith, 
parliamentary assistant to the mi- 
nister of reconstruction; L, D, Wil- 
gress, ambassador to Russia, 

In addition there are a score of 
advisers, secretaries, assistant sec- 
retaries and information office 

The dominion delegation is 
pected to take a downright, prac- 
tical position on the issues before 
the assembly. 

Hope to Curtail Talk 

This position is typified by the 
Canadian proposal to be placed on 
the agenda, for rules limiting the

Reconvene Parley 


TORONTO, (CP)—Premier Drew 
of Ontario in a letter Monday told

| ately to discuss temporary tax ar-

and the opportunity to make it 
| possible to find a basis for general 
agreement which is so essential to 
' the future welfare of all Canadians. 
No further exchange of letters will 
serve any useful purpose.’ 

Mr. Drew replied to Mr. King’s 
letter of Oct. 18 in which the prime 
minister denied Mr. Drew's charges 
that he had “closed the door’ on 
the reconvening of the conference, 
adjourned last May 3 

In that letter Mr. King said the 
dominion took the position “that 
it would be inadvisable to have the 
assemble before the 
provinces have indicated their at- 
titude toward the proposals of the 
dominion government.” 

Only three provinces so far have 
agreed to financial proposals put 
forward in Finance Minister Ilsley's 
budget address last June 

Text of Letter 
Drew said in Monday's 


Mr. let- 
ter: 

“Since May 3 one simple and very 
important question has been wait- 
ing for your answer. Will you ful- 
fil your undertaking to the provin- 
cial premiers who entrusted you 
with the chairmanship of the con- 
ference and act upon their fre- 
quently-repeated public requests for 
another meeting? 

“That is what we have been try- 
ing to find out for several months 

“The heads of provincial gov- 
ernments which, in their provincial 
affairs, represent well over three- 
quarters of the people of Canada 
have asked you to reconvene the 
adjourned conference, not some new 
conference which has been deprived 
in advance of any opportunity to 
discuss those tax adjustments which 
constituted the basic problem con- 
fronting us at our earlier meetings 

“I find it difficult to understand 
your statement that we have not 
indicated our attitude in regard to 
Mr. Ilsley’s tax ultimatum to the 
provinces which was put forward 
in his budget address to the house 
of commons. 

Action “High-handed” 

“We have described the arbitrary 
terms which you sought to impose 
as improper and the manner in 
which they were presented as high- 
handed. 

“What clearer 
give you? 

“Our attitude is that inter-gov- 
ernmental business cannot be con- 
ducted on such a basis and that it 
completely undermines any spirit of 
mutual confidence and co-opera- 
tion. That is something which can 
only be restored by another meet- 
ing of the representatives of all 
our governments. 

“As I have repeated 
occasions, the Ontario government 
is ready and anxious to send its 
representatives to Ottawa as soon 
as possible for a general conference 
such as we had the right to expect 
when we adjourned Other gov- 
ernments have said the same thing. 

“The possibility of substantial 
success or the certainty of failure 
rests in your hands.

In Toronto-Parkdale yesterday it was a 
case of the Dutch taking Holland, That con- | 
stituency has such a fine old crusted tradition 
that the election of any but a Conservative 
candidate there can only be imagined possible 
in the event of a political earthquake, The 
earthquake didn’t happen yesterday, and the 
Seat stays in the party column in which it 
has become a fixture. There is no change 
in the standing of groups in parliament as a 
result of the bye-election there. 

In Portage La Prairie the historic odds 
were even. Each of the two major parties | 
has held the seat for 19 years, one-half of its 
life as an electoral division, By yesterday’s | 
vote a Liberal majority of 1,800 was changed | 
to a Conservative plurality of around 600. | 
The C.C.F. vote was larger by about 500 than 
in the general elections a year ago. The fight 
was between the two major parties. 

The despatches have shown that the 
basic issue in the Portage by-election was 
the wheat selling agreement made with Great 
Britain. There was the usual run of second- 
ary issues, tactical manoeuvres and by-plays, 
but this was the matter on which Mr. Brack- 
en centred his attack upon the Government 
on the Portage Plains — famous from pio- | 
neer days as a great producing area of high 
grade wheat, 

Under this agreement Canada has under- 
taken to sell Britain an average of 150,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat per year for the next

Getting Together 


Lethbridge last week staged appropriate 
ceremonies to mark the satisfaction there 
that work has started on the construction 
of the St. Mary’s river irrigation project. 
Premier Manning represented the Province 
and Hon. C.D, Howe the Dominion. There 
was a large gathering of people from south- 
ern Alberta points and others from greater 
distances who are interested in irrigation. 

This is a joint undertaking of the Do- 
minion and the Province. Both have started 
construction operations on their respective 
parts of the scheme, though a decision has 
not yet been reached on how they will share 
the over-all cost. 

Because no set agreement has been made 
on this point, particular interest was aroused 
by the emphasis placed by Mr. Howe and Mr. 
Manning on the “partnership” into which the 
two Governments have entered in carrying 
through the enterprise. The inference, since 
both speakers used the word, is that each 
government is trusting the other to make a 
reasonable deal in financing the work, That 
idea seems inherent in the mutual acceptance 
of the partnership. 

It is to be hoped a satisfactory bargain | 
can be made on this matter of sharing the| 
cost without delay. Not only because this 
would ensure the project being pushed to 
completion as quickly as practicable. But 
also because such a bargain would provide 
a pattern for apportioning the outlay on 
other irrigation projects, notably that plan- 
ned for the Hanna area, which will involve 
heavy expenditure, 

Irrigation is not a subject of great local 
interest around Edmonton, nor in the north-| 
ern section of Alberta. But, where it is pos- 
sible, it can make the difference between | 
crops every year and intermittent crops over | 
large areas in the southern and eastern parts 
of the province. The gain in sight is con- 
sidered worth the expense of constructing 
the necessary works, and from this gain in| 


four years. For the first two years the price | 
is set at $1.55 cents per bushel, which is about |

price. For the next two years Britain agrees

They’ve Had Enough 


The Russian-sponsored Social Unity 
party ran a poor third in the municipal elec- 
tions in Berlin, The anti-Communist Inde- 
pendent Social Democrat party, banned in | 
the Russian occupied zone of Germany, won 
19 out of the 20 boroughs in the city, polling 
nearly half of the total votes cast. In second 
place came the Christian Democrats, also 
anti-Communist. 

There is no mistaking the direct creedal 
Significance of the result. A year of steady 
propaganda bombardment has neither per- 
suaded nor frightened the inhabitants of the 
capital into accepting the Russian type of 
totalitarianism. Whether or not it has even 
had any appreciable effect is not apparent, 
for there is no basis of comparison with the | 
pre-war strength of Communism in the city. 
This is the first time the Berlin voters have 
had a free election in fourteen years, 

No doubt the latter fact had something 
to do with the outcome. After being bullied 
by political bosses under a one-party system 
since 1932, Berliners thought they had had | 
enough of that and would like to govern 
themselves for a change. There is good 
ground to suppose they would have snowed 
under Nazi candidates, or those standing for 
any other variety of bureaucracy, about as | 
emphatically as they did the Communists, 

The result may therefore be taken as a | 
clear declaration for democracy. 


A Document to Keep 


In the first four days of the sale Cana- 
dians bought $58,000,000 worth of Savings 
Bonds. This averages about five dollars per 
head for every man, woman and child in the 
country, not at all a poor beginning, In fact 
a very promising beginning, remembering 
that in Victory Bond sales the pace usually 
speeded up toward the close. 

This of course does not mean that in the 
four days the bond-buyers saved or decided 
to save $58,000,000 which they would other- 
wise have spent on things they didn't need, 
A lot of this money came out of the savings 
departments of the banks, drawn out by the 
owners’ chance to get 2°4 per cent interest 
in place of 114 per cent. If there had been 
no bonds to buy, maybe most of this money 
would have stayed in the savings depart- 
ments. 

But it is no disadvantage to the country 
er to business conditions that savings are 
being transferred from bank accounts into 
the Bonds. Most people know that they are

Perhaps the best comment on the 
trials was made back in 1943 by 
E. B. White, that witty and lucid 
moralist of The New Yorker, whose 
originally anonymous essays in be- 
half of a world law have been pub- 
lished in a most commendable lit- 
tle book, “The Wild Flag.” 

Speaking not of German, but of 
Japanese crimes, Mr. White said: 

“During the great storm which 
broke following the Jap executions 
of American fliers, two phrases 
were heard ... the Japs had vi- 
olated military law and would be 
brought to justice, It is time now 
for remembering that such phrases 
are false. such words dangerous 
when misused, The Japs violated 
no law, and their leaders will not 
be brought to justice, though they 
will be brought to something else 

.. the laws of warfare are 
merely a set of rules for quarrel- 
ing which any nation can disregard 
if it chooses. When war comes 
each nation makes its own rules. . 
when at last Japan is punished, 
as she will be... The act of pun- 
ishing will not be justice. To call 
it justice is to do ourselves a dis- 
service because jt deflects atten- 
tion from the terrible spectacle of 
a world without law. 

“There is a sharp need for def- 
initions ... in the words of Saro- 
yan’s barfly there is ‘no founda- 
tion all down the line.’ Nothing is 
more frightening than to hear what 
is not law called law and what is 
not justice called justice, 

If what has been retroactively 


declared to be law in the case ol 
the Nuremberg defendants, is 
to become law, the next thing 


for the Nuremburg tribunal to do 
is to call upon the United Nations 
to declare that the crimes charged 
against the Nazis are hencefor- 
ward to be crimes wherever and 
by whomsoever committed, The 
next thing for the United Nations 
to do is to legislate a new law of 
nations containing, on the basis of 
the Nuremberg trials, most careful 
definitions of what is prohibited 
to states and persons in the service 
of states; and to create a supreme 
court of nations, before which 
breaches of the law may be pros- 
ecuted and an international police 
force to enforce the judgments of 
that court, 


That, of course, means the be- 
ginning of a world state, for it 
involves the relinquishing of the 
basic -principle of national sove- 
reignity, which is the right to live 
outside any law except the nation’s 
cwn, 

* 

Yet, the essence of justice—and 
no honest man can get away from 
this—is that those who make, pro- 
secule, judge and punish must ac- 
vept and live under the rules they 
enforce, and if they refuse to do so, 
there is no justice, there is only 
force. And if the law is not now 
created, then the lesson of the Nur- 
emberg trials is that any victorious 
state (or victorious political party) 
may dispose of its enemies how- 
ever it pleases, which does not 
lead us into law and justice, but 
backward to the pre-Christian era 
and the practices of pagan anti- 
quity. 

According to Justice Jackson's 
highly philosophical report to the 
president, the proceedings at Nur- 
emburg were to establish juris- 
diction under international law to 
call to account, as criminals, 
breakers of the peace and the laws 
of humanity—actually, at the time 
nonexistent as laws. 

This, which is highly desirable in

NEW YORK — Last July, the 
British Government extended the 
British Broadcasting Corporation's 
monopoly for a further five years 
In spite of considerable opposition 
in’ the House of* Commons, the 
Government refused to authorize 
an inquiry into the administration 
of the corporation before renewing 
the charter. As a result of this de- 
cision, there has been much con- 
troversy in the British press as to 
the respective merits of government 
-controlled and commercial broad- 
casting. 


In its anxiety to maintain a com- 
plete impartiality and to avoid giv- 
ing offense to any one section of 
the population, the BBC often falls 
into the error of disseminating re- 
ports and commentaries which are 
insipid and colorless. Political 
comment tends to be tame and ex- 
clusively “middle of the road.” 

The lot of the independent com- 
mentator in England today is in- 
deed hard, He can neither obtain 
an outlet for his views through the 
columns of the dai'y press nor 
through the microphones of the 
BBC. In the first case, he is almust 
always compelled io conforin with 
the opinions of the owner of the 
paper concerned; and in the second, 
unless his views are of an extreme- 
ly conventional character, he may 
wait many years before being in- 
vited in front of the jealously 
guarded microphones of the BRC, 
I myself have never been allowed 
to broadcast in England, 


Shortly after my arrival in New 
York, I was approached by the 
talks director of a_ broadcasting 
corporation and asked if 1 would 
take part in one of their discussion 
programs, I said I would be very 
willing to do so. No limitations of 
any kind were placed n my script 
I was simply asked to send a copy 
of it to the studio 24 hours before 
the broadcast, 

I was allotted six and a half min- 
utes in which to express my opinion 


as to “How Can We Prevent Anoth- 
er War?” Norman Cousins, maga- 
zine editor, followed me with his 
views, The program was not spon- 
sored by any commercial concern, 
but was simply an opportunity for 
Mr, Cousins and myself to express 
our individual opinions on a ques- 
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tion of undeniable importance 
Fresh from the limitations of the 
British press and radio, it was 
agreeable to find myself at liberty 
to say exactly what I pleased with- 
out submitting my script for ap- 
proval to the officials of a Govern- 
ment controlled monoply, 

There is no doubt that by the 
present system in England, under 
which the BBC has exclusive con- 
trol of all broadcasting, the pub- 
lic is well protected from irrespon- 
sible political propaganda, More- 
over, it is argued that it is better 
to organize broadcasts on these 
lines than to expose the listener to 
the infiltrating persecution of treac. 
ly-voiced salesmen who command 
so much time on the air under a 
commercial system, 


Some days ago, I motored from 
New York to Washington and 
would have been delightéd to lis- 
ten to the radio during the trip. 
But whenever I found a program 
which pleased me, I was compelled 
to switch it off imnfediately or else 
to undergo a barrage of sales talk 
urging me to breakfast off a speci- 
fic cereal, or to purchase quantities 
of custom-made Venetian blinds at 
some-town at which I had no in- 
tention of stopping. 

The English and American sys 
tems of broadcasting represent two 
extremes and, as with all problems 
of such wide scope, the answer lies 
in a compromise, There is no reas- 
son why, as is done in Australia, 


|there should not be official broad- 


casts from one station, free from 
the intrusions 06 salesmen, leaving 
other wave-leng*hs at the disposal 
of commercial concerns. 

Were this system to be instituted 
in England, the BBC could maintain 
its reputation for unbiased report- 
ing, and still leave the air open 
for the more vigorous opinions of 
those commentators who are now 
denied the microphone for fear 
their views might offend some 
small section of the listening pub- 
lic, At the same time, there would 
be more money available to aitract 
the big stars, who are reluctant to 
go to the trouble of broadcasting 
for the meager fees which are all 
the BBC can afford to pay under 
the present system

Delays caused by the red 
tape in various provincial and Do- 
minion government offices with 
which they must deal Delays 
caused in many ‘cases by shortages 
of trained help. They hadn't quite 
appreciated the reason for the de- 
lays. They weren't particularly in- 
erested in the causes of delays 
They wanted their leases and their 
titles so they could get to work on 
their land, 
Shortages 

causing them 
need power machinery to 
brush. They don’t ask that their 
land be cleared for them at gov- 
ernment expense, but they do wish 
that the government—any govern- 
ment, or any individual—would 
make it possible for them to buy 
or rent or hire the machinery nec-} 
essary to clear brush. I watched 
a brush-cutter on a powerful ca- 
erpillar at work. The veteran who 
owned the land explained proudly 
that it could clear 20 acres a day. 
In the old days it took as many! 
years to clear that many acres by 
hand. |

I met, too, veterans who got onto 
their farms early enough this spring 
to get crops in. Most of the harvest- 
ing has been finished now and as 
the strike is over they are deliver- 
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one district it costs them 12 cents 
a bushel to truck their grain to 
the nearest railway point, about 60 
miles away, They didn't complaia 
about this. They just remarked how 
much easier it was since the road 
had been gravelled. 

It was the spirit of men like this 
that hewed our Canada out of the 
wilderness, It is a spirit which city 
dwellers tend to lose, a heritage 
we tend to forget .But I cannot help 
fecling that if we lose it we will 
have lost something vital, somes 
thing we need. For it is to men 
who had faith in the country, who 
believed in doing instead of ask- 
ing, that we owe everything worth- 
while we have today.

Private Enterprise 


MOSCOW John Strohin 
found that private enterprise 
still exists in the Soviet Union. 
Some examples: 

A teen-age boy is a goat- 
herd. Every day he takes the 
milk goats of 20 neighbors out 
to pasture along the highway. 
He charges each goat owner 100 
rubles a month. That makes 
2,000 rubles ($160) a month for 
herding goats. A school teach- 
er earns only one-fourth of that. 

A chauffeur, driving a state 
car, picks up a customer look- 
ing for a taxi in Moscow. His 
charge, 25 rubles, which goes 
into his pocket. 

Something goes wrong with 
the radio in the embassy apart- 
ments. The electrician who was 
called makes the call “after 
work” and pockets 30 rubles. 

A Russian needs a new root 
for his porch.

MTS saved only 12 of its 68 trac- 
tors, and lost all of its 27 combines. 
It now has 40 tractors in use, and 
keeps them, going 20 hours a day. 

“IN OUR COUNTRY we keep 
tractors going much longer than 
you do in America, Therefore, we 
don't need so many,” the director 
said defensively. 

These machine-tractor stations 
were established by the govern- 
ment to keep the tools of produc- 
tion concentrated in the hands of 
the State. Example: A collective 
| farm cannot own a tractor or a 
}combine—only the MTS can own 
these tools. A collecive farmer 
|cannot own a horse, although the| 
| farm can. } 
| “How does the MTS work?” 
asked the director. 

“We are an agency of the Min- 
istry of Agriculture, and we rent 
our machines to the collective 
farms. Rent is based on yields. 

“For example: If wheat makes 
9 bushels to the acre, then the 
charge for plowing the ground is 
20 pounds an acre; for seeding 
3.6 pounds; for cutting, 9 pounds 
But if wheat makes 25 bushels an 
acre, the charge for plowing is 
135 pounds an acre, for seeding. 
22 pounds, and for cutting, 53 
pounds.” 

ALL RENTAL FEES are paid in 
kind, The MTS was another method 
by which the government could in- 
sure a Steady supply of grain and 
other food crops coming from the 
farms to the cities. 

Some Americans in Moscow had 
\Said, “It’s impossible to get into 
a Russian home.” But I visited in 
several. Once at 10 p.m., after a 
visit to farms, we were preparing 
to start the four-hour, 80-mile trip 
to Kiev. The county chairman in- 
sisted that we drop by his home 
for a brief visit. 

He was a Party man, and he had 
never had “the honor of having 
Americans visit” his home. It was 
a pleasant place with electric 
lights, a piano and many flowers. 
His wife and attractive 18-year- 
old daughter brought us fruit com- 
pote made of grapes. 

HE TOLD US HIS FATHER was 
a peasant on the estate of a big 
landowner before the Revolution, 
with only 84 square yards of land 
he could call his own, He had 
started work in a factory and had 
joined the party in 1927. He came 
up through the ranks and was put 
in charge of 18 collective farms 
in 1935. Now he had been “elected” 
chairman of the county and had 41 
collective farms, a state farm, and 
two machine-tractor stations under 
his direction,

PARIS, (CDN)—Will the first} 


Behind the current political cam- 
paign lies this question, which car- 
ries the gravest portent not only 
this country but for the world. 

The French people are jot pre- 
pared for bolshevism, Nevertheless, 
should such a Communist leader as 
Maurice Thorez or Jacques Duclos 
assume the premiership, both 
by France's foreign and economic po- 
licles would certainly be affected 
immeasurably. 

It is generally felt among well- 
versed political observers here that 
the possibility of a ‘Communist- 
headed government is greater than 
at any previous time in this coun- 
try’s history. 

Left Majority Possible 

Although it is conceded the Com- 
munist# alone cannot form France's 
next government, they have an ex- 
cellent chance to head a leftist 
bloc, thus forming a strong majority 
in the new parliament. 

The splitting of the Popular Re-| 
publican (M.R.P.) party has given 
the Communists an opportunity to 
return to the new assembly as the 
Strongest French party. And, ac- 
cording to the precedent established 
seven months ago by the M.R.P., 
the head of the strongest party al- 
so heads the government. 

With this in mind, all three par-| 
ties which formed France's tri- 
partite interim coalition govern- 
ment under Georges Bidault are 
now lining up their forces for the 
November battle. 


The Communists have warned 
their electors that, if they fail to 
get a heavy vote in next month's 


general elections, the hideous spec- 
ter of reaction will again raise its 
head. 

Bidault Seeks Fusion 

The Popular Republicans are try- 
ing to rally their split forces into 
a large centrist party, leaving only 
the Communist and extreme right- 
ists outside. They have denounc- 
ed their alliance with the Com- 
munists to please Charles de Gaulle 
and are simultaneously wooing the 
Socialists. 

But from both sides they are get- 
ting only scornful rebukes. 

The socialists are trying to re- 
Surrect a sort of 1946 version of 
Leon Blum's Popular Front, which 
they hope to head. 

In this alignment de Gaulle him- 
self remains aloof, but what is/ 
known about his intentions does 
not seem to add to the political | 
chances of his friends, The in- 
transigeant general has refused to| 
become the president of the fourth | 
republic under a constitution he} 
disapproves. 

Could Swing to East 

On all major problems affecting 
eastern and western Europe, France 
has lately sided with the west.

Big Liner Brings 
Delegates to U. N.

NEW YORK, (CP)—The 


liner 


Queen Elizabeth sailed majestically | 


into New York Monday to complete 
her first trans-Atlantic crossing as 
a civilian liner. 

Aboard were more than 2,300 pas- 
sengers, Among them were diplo 
mats, leaders of finance and in- 
dustry, British nobility and stars 
of the entertainment world. 

The crossing from Southampton 
was made in just under five days, 
the time from Bishop's rock to 
Ambrose light, the measured course 
of 3,143 miles over which North 
Atlantic record times are clocked, 
being four days, 16 hours, 18 min- 
utes. No attempt was made to lower 
the record of three days, 20 hours, 
42 minutes set by her sister-ship, 
Queen Mary, in 1938. 

Despite the 7:30 a.m. arrival, New 
York gave an enthusiastic “hello” 
to the 83,673-ton Queen Elizabeth, 
making her initial yoyage as a lux- 
ury ship after six years’ war ser- 
vices. Planes flew overhead, city 
fireboats played their streams 
water high into the air and ferry- 
boats and other harbor craft blew 
their whistles in a typical Manhat- 
tan welcome,

Smokes, Beer Taxes High 

The worker still pays tremendous 
indirect taxes. A package of 20 
cigarettes costs about 48 cents, of 
which about 38 cents is tax. Beer 
is similarly taxnd. The government 
expects in 1946-47 to get $1,248,- 
000,000 in beer taxes and $1,700,000,- 
000 in tobacco taxes, 

This high excise tax which a 
worker pays for his tobacco gand 
beer is partly recouped by his wife at 
the market, in the form of food 
subsidies. The government is spend- 
ing $1,300,000,000 in the coming year 
for this purpose. 

The Labor government proposes 
also to boost estate taxes in 
higher strata. The tax on a $200,- 
{000 estate will be 
19'4 percent to 24 percent, The in- 
crease is stepped up along the line. 
An estate of $4,000,000 will hava a 
70 percent levy placed against it, 
compared to the previous 52 percent. 

Few High Incomes Left 

The redistribution of income by 
} taxation really developed in the 
war, along with a tremendous in- 
crease in the amount of money in 
circulation. In 1938-39, there were 
4,500,000 persons with incomes of 
| batween $600 and $1,000, after taxes. 

In 1944-45, this number increased 
| to 7,400,000. Incomes of $1,000 to 
$2,000 after taxes jumped from 1,- 
20,000 to 5,050,000. 

This expansion of net income 
groups ends in the bracket between 
$4,000 and $8,000, whose numbers 
increased from 155,000 to 186,000. 

The number of net incomes above 


this figure declined drastically. 
The $8,000-to-$16,000 group fell 
| from 56,000 to 33,050; the $16,000- 


to-$24,000 group, from 12,000 to 890; 
jand the $24,000-and-over group, 
from 7,000 to 60.

WINNIPEG, (CP)—Two main 
factors are influencing the size of 
Canada’s armed forces, defence 
Minister Abbott told a Canadian 
club luncheon here Monday.

speedy mobilization of the civilian 
population, he said. The second 
is the extent of Canada’s military 
obligations to the United Nations. 

“All of us hope there will never 
be another war. We hope that peace 


and security can be achieved 
through the world organization 
which has been established. The 
| ideal is, of course, peace with 


no necessity for armed forces, either 
part-time or full-time. But this 
position cannot be achieved over- 
night. These things take time to 
Until such time as we 
have achieved this ideal, armed 
forces, whether on a full-time or 
part-time basis, or both, are still 
required.
